Peace is the most important bus- 
iness in the civilized world today, It 
is also the most urgent For today 
time is the most precious commodity 
the world has ever known in all ifs 
history.

Otherwise, the 
wildneress may well be the onty 
victor. 


The ultimate cost of our participa- 
tion in the Second World War, in- 
cluding expenditures already made 
and commitments already assumed, 
will take us many years to pay for 
it, We cannot afford an encore. In 
our past efforts to secure peace, we 
have tried limitation of amount, peace 
treaties, isolationism, armed neutral- 
ity, pious resolutions, moral suasion, 
threatening notes, appeasement and 
pacificism, The only trouble was 
that none of them worked. We found 
no peace. 

President Trueman said not long 
ago “If we can make it sufficiently 
clear in advance that any armed i.t- 
tack affecting our nation’s security 
would be met with overwhelming 
force, the armed attack might never 
occur’? Obvious overwhelming retal- 
jatory potential may well deter gans- 
ater nations from a career of world 
conquest. 

Tue cricical and controlling factor 
in attaining overwhelming force 18, 
as always, the non commercial arti- 
cles required to arm our manhood— 
ordnance, We can either stock pile 
ordnance or stock pile know how to 
produce ordnanwe promptly, of super- 
for quality, and in adequate quantity, 
Stock piling know how will vost us 
only one half of one per cent of the 
cost of building up reserve stocks of 
the tools to enforce peace. We can 
have peace for many years to come, 
hut only at a price. The cost to every 


citizen will be in puttng forward as_ 


much effort to win the peace as they 
would in winning the war.

An Example Of Co-Operation | 


AT THE BEGINNING OF JULY the International Refugee Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations marked the end of its second year of opera- 
tions. During those two years it has assisted more than 1,250,000 refugees 
who were waiting in camps to be settled in new homes, These people have 
been fed, clothed and restored to health by the I.R.O., and in addition many 
have received training in occupations which are likely to be usefui to them 
in their new homes. It is doubtful if any organization of the United Na- 
tions is better known throughout the world than the I.R.O. More than 
68,000 displaced persons have come to Canada under its auspices, represent- 
ing thirteen per cent, of all those resettled by the organization,

Was Undertaken inition hometess people who were refugees from 
By UNRRA battle areas or who had been in slave camps. 
‘ The situation was first dealt with by UNRRA, 
which undertook to provide these unfortunate people with food and clothing 
and return them to their homes. Millions did go back to their homes, but 
there remained over a million who did not wish to return to their own 
countries, but hoped to resettle elsewhere, It was this problem which 
faced the International Refugee Organization when it was created two 
years ago. Difficulties were encountered by the Organization in securing 
funds and in enlisting the co-operation of governments in carrying on the 
task of finding new homes for the people under its care, but these were 
gradually overcome as people throughout the world became aware of the 
urgency of the need for assistance. 
* * * * * 
Py At the time it came into existence the I.R.O 
Difficulty In also had difficulty in securing ships to transport 
¢ +H displaced persons to their new homes. However, 
Securing Ships a great deal has been accomplished in the past 
two years and the Organization now has a charter fleet of forty vessels, 
and has transported an average of 30,000 people each month to points in 
all parts of the world where there have been homes awaiting them. Al- 
though 595,000 persons have been resettled by the I.R.O., there are still 
700,000 in camps, waiting to be placed, It is now hoped that this will be 
accomplished by July 1st, 1950, and that after that time there will be no 
further need for the services of the Refugee Organization. Much credit is 
due to those who carry on this work and to the countries who are lending 
their co-operation in giving homes to displaced persons, Canada has given 
fine support to the work which stands as an encouraging example of how 
international problems may be attacked by an international organization.

More Fruit, 
Less Vegetables 
In Harvest 


OTTAWA. — More fruit, less 
vegetables — that’s the outlook 
for Canadian crops to be har- 
vested this fall. The Bureau of 
Statistics today issued its first 
1949 estimates on production, 
reporting that corn will be the 
only one of the home-grown 
vegetables more plentiful at har- 
vesting time. 

Acreage of asparagus, beans, peas, 
and tomatoes under contract to vege- 
table processors is sharply reduced. 

Loganberries, a British Columbia 
crop, will be down, too, But pros- 
pects are for more apples, pears, 
plums, prunes, peaches, grapes, apri- 
cots and cherries, 

Corn acreage is 23 per cent, great- 
er than last year. Apple production 
is estimated at 16,770,000 bushels, 25 
per cent. above 1948. The pear crop 
is expected to be 831,000 bushels, 
slightly larger than the 789,000 last 
year. A 15 per cent, increase is 
looked for in the peach crop, cur- 
rently estimated at 2,025,000 bushels. 
Plums and prunes should be up to 
744,000 bushels compared with 671,- 
000. 

Apricots, grown commercially only 
in B.C., are expected to be about 
172,000 bushels — 20,000 more than 
last year. Production of cherries is 
expected to be around 404,000 bush- 
els, just three per cent. higher than 
a year ago. 

Loganberries are down to 1,248,000 
pounds compared with 2,261,000 in 
1948. The grape crop is expected to 
amount to 64,329,000 pounds or 12 
per cent. above the 1948 level.

Sprinkler System 
Used By Alberta 
Farmers Successful 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta.—The sprink- 
ler system of watering a lawn is 
being applied this year to sugar beet 
and vegetable farming in the Leth- | 
bridge irrigation district of southern} 
Alberta. 

Just as the city-dweller can do two 
jobs at the same time with the aid 
of a lawn sprinkler, the irrigation 
farmer now may give his attention 
to other chores while a big sprinkler’ 
system waters his crops. 

Previously the flooding and furrow 
methods have been the accepted 
means of spreading water from the 
irrigation canals to the cropland. The 
sprinkler system takes the “bac!- 
breaking” out of this work. 

Those using the new system say 
it is a big improvement on the con- 


ventional irrigation methods. It saves | (8,150); corn 63,180 (51,550); peas 
manpower, provides more even crop 33,120 (49,220); tomatoes 38,980 
growth with less water and elmimin-| (87,120). 


ates costly land levelling because it 
can water up and down hill. 

Sprinkler irrigation is done through 
light-weight aluminum piping which 
is laid out over the crop land. Water, 
pumped in under pressure, shoots out 
of the pipe at 40-foot intervals 
through spray nozzles. 

One setting of the pipe will irri- 
gate an area 90 feet wide and the 
length of the system, which covers 
up to five acres of land at one set- 
ting. 

Beet and’ vegetable growers have 
found that they can make three to 
four “sets” a day, irrigating 12 or 
more acres of land, It takes only 
between 30 minutes and an hour to 
change the position of the pipes. 

Under the old methods of irriga- 
tion, five acres of watering was con- 
sidered a good day's work.

HKATHFUL SUMMER DRINKS 


Active youngsters often need nour- 
ishment as well as a drink to quench 
thirst at mid morning or mid after- 
noon, What could be better for them 
than a cold milk shake or egg nogg? 
Both food value and flavor variety 
may be given by the addition of frit 
or fruit juives. Miss B, J. Léwis, 
nutrition specialist, Alberta depart- 
ment of Agriculture gives the follow- 
ing suggestions for making nourish- 
ing summer drinks: 

Try a banana milk shake—Use one 
fully ripe banana to each cup of milk. 
Press the fruit throve a sieve of beat 
wits a rotary beater until smooth 
and creamy, Add milk and heat 
again, If desired add a teaspoon of 
sugar. ‘This drink may be varied by 
flavoring with vanilla or nutmeg, by 
adding chocolate syyup on using 
orange juice to replace half the milk. 

An orange milk ‘shake or egg nogg 
is always refreshing, For the milk 
shake use half as much orange juice 
as milk. The acid juice will thicken 
the milk slightly but if stimed in 
quickly will not curdle, Make an 
orange egg nogg the same as any egg 
nogg using half orange juice and 
half milk,. Use one tablespoon of 
sugar or more for Gach cup of juice— 
depending on how sour the juice is. 

Lemon juice or grapefruit juice can 
be used the same way, Almost uny 
left over canned fruit juice can be 
added to milk—of course colorful 
ones make a drink that appears more

er models whos capacity may be 
800 pounds, The small carriers are 
usually directly attached to the com- 
bine while tie trailer models may be 
full grailers semi trailers or semi 
motnted. The later types require 
nn extension elevator to elevate the 
straw walkers to the buncher, 

The choice of type of equipment 
will depend, to some extent, on the 
amount and type of haying equipment 
available to pick up and transport the 
bunches to the stack yard. Buck 
rakes, power sweeps, or combination 
stackers are proving quite satisfac- 
tory fon this purpose, The task is 
made easier if thi bunches are 
dropped in windrows from which 
they can be swept into larger bunches 
or picked up directly and taken to 
the stack. It will not be likely that 
a power sweep or combination stacker 
will handle more than 800 pounds of 
straw at a time. 

The pickup baler is enjoying soine 
popularity as a means of reclaiming 
straw from the comb‘ne windrow. To 
provide a firm compact windrow, two 
or more combines can be brought to- 
gather with a side delivery rake. 
Loose grain and chaff will be lost 
by doing this and foreign material

introduced into the swath, If two 
swathers, in tanden, are used for the 
initial harvesting operation, a swatit 
28 to 82 feet wide is provided for the - 
combine, A good windrow results and 
the amount of baler travel is mini- 
mized and tie cost of bailing is 
materially reduwed. The cost of pro- 
viding baeld straw is fairly high 
compared with other methods of res 
claiming this by product. For ease 
of handling, storing and subsequent 
handling this cost may be warranted,
